Washington, December 18.—Insuffi- 
cient clothing, overcrowding and bad 
sanitary conditions are held largely re- 
sponsible for disease epidemics at 
Camp Bowie, Texas; Camp Funston, 
Kansas; Camp Doniphan, Oklahoma, 
and Camp Sevier, South Carolina, by 
Surgeon General Gorgas in reports to 
Secretary Baker made public today on 
the result of his personal inspection 
of the camps. 

With the exception of Funston none 
of the camp base hospitals have been 
completed, General Gorgas says, and 
this ig handicapping the medical offi- 
cers in treating patients. He recom- 
mends the rushing of this work, par- 
ticularly the installation of the neces- 
sary plumbing.

German and Austro-Hun- 


garian Foreign Ministers 
at Brest-Litovsk to Meet 
Russian Delegates. 


Petrograd December 18.— The German 
and Austrian foreign ministers, Dr. 
von Kuehlmann and Count Czernin, 
have notified Leon Trotzky, the Bol- 
sheviki foreign minister, that they will 


arrive at Brest-Litovsk Tuesday to be- 
gin negotiations for a general Euro- 
pean peace. 

The evening newspapers announce 
that Trotzky has notified the allied em- 
bassies that the armistice has reached 
definite results and that peace negotia- 
tions will begin and asking them to 
participate or to state whether they 
wish peace or not. 

Count Czerin and Dr. von Kuehlmann 
invited Trotzky to attend, but the Bol- 
sheviki leader notified the delegates 
that he would be unable to arrange to 
go to Brest-Litovsk at that time. He 
authorized the Russian representatives 
at the first conference to make the fol- 
lowing demand upon the central powers: 

“Are you agreeable to make peace 
without annexations or contributions 
and on the principle of the self-defini- 
tion of nations? 

e Russian representatives were in- 
. that if the central powers were 
willing to make peace Soon they must 
give a detailed answer to the question 
propounded by Trotzky.

For the purpose of helping revenue 
agents and others in solving some of 


the knotty problems arising from the 
operation of the war tax on incomes, 
A. O. Blalock, collector of revenue, and 
E. C. Yellowley, revenue agent, have 
Started a school in the district court 
room at the Federal building. About 
thirty revenue clerks and deputy col- 
lectors were given their first instruc- 
tiens on income tax collections Tues- 
day and there will be daily classes un- 
til December 31. 

Revenue Agent Yellowley'§ stated

I am bringing this matter be- 
fore you now, without Mr. Sunday’s 
consent, because I am fearful that 
many of you will not be able to get here 
next Sunday, and to provide an oppor- 
tunity for everyone to give according 
to.the good received.” 


Envelopes Are Passed. 

Envelopes were then passed among 
the people, and it was explained that 
they could make their contributions at 
the afternoon service, in case they 
thought it improbable they could not be 
at the tabernacle next Sunday, or hold 
the envelopes and make the donations 
the last day. 

There was a good crowd present at 
the tabernacle for the Tuesday aftéer- 
noon sermon, and pending the arrival 
of the evangelist, Mr. Rodeheaver and 
Mr. Brewster delighted the audience 
with some fine solos and duets, Peter- 
son playing accompaniments in the ab- 
sence of Bob Matthews.

Death Bed Repentances. 

J don’t go much on death-bed re- 
peritances,” said the evangelist, “it is 
a low-down, reprehensible thing to do 
to burn the candle of life in the serv- 
ice of the devil, and then blow the 
smoke in the face of God Almighty.” 

He had shown, however, that the 
remedy for sin, which he declared to be 
the salvation of God, was in reach of 
every man who chose to take it. 

Billy compared the plan of salvation 
to a banking institution, saying that 
man had to meet the terms of a bank in 
order to borrow money, and that while 
God offered salvation to every man, He 
required man to meet His terms. 

During his sermon Mr. Sunday re- 
lated many awe-inspiring narratives, 
which impressed themselves deeply 
upon the people. 

When Billy Sunday came upon the 
platform to make his preliminary re- 
marks, as he usually does before 
preaching, he was in the dest of 
humor. ‘The big crowd of more than 
10,000 people did much to cheer. the 
evangelist’s a, and he spent some 
little time in pra tlanta and her 
people and thanking them for every- 
thing they had done for him and his 
party. Speaking of the newspapers, 
and the reports they had given him in 


this city, he declared: “I have been

Conditions Good, Board Alleges. 

Shipping board officials said tonight 
the shipbuilding program was in good 
shape and that nothing was to be 
feared in a congressional investigation. 
A special report made by Lloyds shows, 
they said, very encouraging conditions 
in the country’s ship yards. Lloyds’ 
figures for Seattle alone, they said, 
estimates the 1918 steel ship produc- 
tion at 450,000 tons, while builders’ re- 
ports from Seattle say a total of one 
million tons of both steel and wooden 
ships will be turned out next year. 

Friends of Admiral Harris declared 
tonight that his resignation was 
prompted by dissatisfaction with the 
fleet corporation’s form of organization 
and objection to having his sugges- 
tions wait for consideration by the 
board of trustees. His resignation, 
they said, would bring to light condi- 
tions within the shipping board and 
its corporation which are delaying con- 
struction. 

The senate today received from 
President Wilson the nomination of 
Civil Engineer Charles W. Parks, of 
the navy, to succeed Admiral] Harris as 
chief of the bureau of yards and docks. 
Admiral Harris, when relieved from 
duty with the fleet corporation, will 
be assigned, it is understood, to special 
construction duty for the navy.

UP T0 THE STATES. 


What the prohibitionists of this country 
have been clamoring for for more than half 
a century, and what the liquor interests have 


Heen stubbornly resisting, has at last come 
to pass—nation-wide prohibition has been 


put up to the states. 
By a vote of 282 to 128—eight more than 


_the necessary two-thirds—the national house 


of representatives has concurred in a reso- 


Aution previously passed by the senate, to 
Submit a prohibition constitutional amend- 


ment to the legislatures of the various states, 
ratification by two-thirds, or thirty-two, of 
which will make the nation “bone dry,” and 
the states are given seven years—providing 
the senate concurs in this slight deviation 


_ from the text of the original resolution—in 


which to either ratify or reject the proposed 
amendment. 

At the present time twenty-five of the 
states are “dry” by their own legislative en- 
actment; fifteen by constitutional amend- 
ment, and ten by statute. Eight others have 
local option laws, and they are ‘ary only in 
spots. * 

Of course, the battle will go on, perhaps 
more flercely in most of the states than ever 
before; and from now until 1924, or until 
two-thirds of the state legislatures shall vote 
to concur in a policy of nation-wide prohibi- 
tion, the liquor issue may be expected to be 
of paramount interest in every electoral 
campaign in every state not having indorsed 
the prohibition proposal. ; 

It is as good as a foregone conclusion 
that the amendment will be made the con- 
stitutional law of the land, probably far in 
advance of the seven years’ limitation. The 
“handwriting” is plainly discernible; but 
the liquor interests may be expected to fight 
desperately to the end. 

This action by congress is the forerunner 
of a fatal knockout for John Barleycorn in 
the United States. National prohibition is 
coming, as certainly as the leaves will re- 
turn in the spring. 

And the sooner the states fall into line 
now and hasten its coming, and eradicate 
effectively and forever from our politics the 
taint of booze, the better it will be all round.

In fact, the plants are hard pushed to 
keep pace with the products! 
As to homesupply in the hog-raising 
line, The Tifton Gazette says: 


The fact that despite the enlarge- 
ment of their packing plant to several 
times its original capacity, the Swifts 
have received so many hogs at Moultrie 
that/they were obliged to ship an entire 
trainload of fourteen cars this week 
to one of their New Jersey plants is 
used by the Moultrie Observer as an 
Miastration of the fact that production 
1 the establishment of a mar- 

et. 


That answers the argument of the few 
as to having “too many packing plants” for 
the home-raised product. 

It has overcrowded the plants that came 
to the farms! 

It is pointed out by our Tifton contem- 
porary that before the Moultrie packing 
plant was established that section was an 


pork and pork products consumed there be- 
ing produced in the state. 

As to what has been accomplished since 
then, and the outlook for the future develop- 
ment of the stock-raising industry, the Tif- 
ton paper says: 


After the first year of its operation 
the amount of hogs offered oultrie 
was more than the plant could use and 
it was enlarged. Following this, the 
Swifts bought the plant and enlarged 
it again. Still it is unable to handle all 
the hogs offered without shipping the 
surplus to another branch. 

From this we may gain some idea of 
what will follow the operation of the 
packing plant at Tifton in the section 
tributary to this city. It has been the . 
contention of the Gazette from the time 
the enterprise was launched at Moul- 
trie that the creation of a market 
would develop live stock raising and 
that Moultrie’s example would soon be 
followed by other sections. We have 
expected from the first that before ten 
years elapsed every town of import- 
ance throughout south Georgia would 
have its meat packing plant. The news 
from Moultrie bears out this opinion. 
The same we are confident will prove 
true of feed mills and similar enter- 
prises for the development of diversi- 
fied agriculture. . 


There is the incentive and the encour 
agement for the stock-raising farmer who 
has not “branched out” in the business—or 
only to a limited extent. 

The fact that stock-raising to date has 
far exceeded the expectations and the capac- 
ity of the home packing plants speaks for 
itself. 

The plants “unable to handle all the 
hogs offered, without shipping to another 
branch.“ 

That demonstrates what has been done 
by the home- supply farmers!

It must be admitted that Major Lionel 
Rees, of the Royal Flying Corps, was some- 
what disturbed on a fine morning not many 
days ago, when he saw ten Boche aircraft 
winging rapidly toward him from a miat 
bank.

In less than a minute a 
terrific duel began between the major and 
the Hun who led the flotilla of German air- 
craft. The Englishman sent a hail of bul-

The other Boche aircraft circled about 
trying to get a shot at the lone Britisher, 
‘and as the major mounted into the air for an- 
other attack, he was showered with bullets.

RUSSIA’S ECONOMIC CRISIS 


BY PETER NOGATKIN 


| 


Petrograd.—Totally eclipsed by its, mili- 
tary crisis, the industrial crisis under which 
the new Russian provisional parliament is 
travailing has received practically no atten- 
tion in the press of the world, 


With food prices rising and currency 
values depreciating the industrial situation 
is still one of the most stubborn obstacles 
in Russia’s path. 

In the Petrograd, Ural and Donetz dis- 
tricts alone workmen, lured by the wide- 
spread feeling that now is the time for the 
humbler classes to reap the monetary bene- 
fits of the war which heretofore have been 
monopolized by the rich, have made wage 
demands which equal 1,100,000 roubles a’year, 


The ame feeling has entered the govern- 
ment service itself, where there possibly is 
some reason for asking reasonable wage in- 
creases. In the case of, one large group 
of government institutions, the parliament’s 
administrator has been presented with de- 
mands in which officiala who formerly re- 
ceived 1,000 rouble a year, now ask 4,800 
roubles. 


Some in this same department who had 
been getting 260 roubles, ask 2,400. Serv- 
ants who have worked for 7 roubles a month, 
ask 60. Those with 26 roubles a month, 
ask 150. 

In this department alone, wage demands 
totaled between 17,000,000 and 18,000,000 
roubles a year, and out of the department’s 
income of 34,000,000 roubles annually, the 
new wage ecale proposes to take 28,000,000, 
leaving 6,000,000 for maintenance, Here, I 
am glad to state, a compromise has been af- 
fected at a 75 per cent advance. 


The city militia of Petrograd who have 
deen receiving eight roubles a day, also 
demand more, although they make in addi- 
tion to their wage, a 2 per cent assessment 
on rental values. There are other instances. 


Food Commissioner Wants Raise. 

The chairman of the food commission for 
Petrograd has asked an 18,000 rouble salary 
annually for himself ahd 15,000 roubles for 
each of his colleagues. Out through the 
provinces there are towns where municipal 
salaries formerly totaled 60,000 roubles a 
year. Now the total is 475,000, 


In one factory operated by the govern- 
ment 76 per cent advances to the men and 
125 per cent to the women were granted aft- 
er a full inquiry. The men promptly de- 
manded another 300 per cent increase, Nor 
are managers confronted with financial trou- 
blés only. Many of the larger factory sys- 
tems operate extensive benevolent systems 
for their employees, providing them with 
medical and reoreational centers. In some 
of these employees have told their employ- 
ers they will have none of these benevo- 
lences. 

“We will take care of ourselves,” they 
say. 

On the other hand, an économie crisis is 
foreshadowed in the country districta which 
may mean serious famine conditions for 1918. 
In many instances landowners have shown 
their unwillingness to spend money on land 
or crops which may be confiscated. Which 
means, briefly, that next year’s is going to 
be largely a peasant’s harvest. The dark 
significance of this is easily shown by fig- 
ures. 

South from Orel, in the interior, on the 
experimental lands of the Zemstvos, 180 
poods of rye and from 140 to 150 poods of 
wheat have been raised to the dessiatine. 
Some of the private landowners have made 
150 to 160 poods of rye and 120 to 130 
poods of wheat from the dessiatine. But the 
peasant, who doesn't know how, gets 60 
poods of either crop and counts himself 
lucky. The suger industry is lagging, too, 

in those localities where the peas- 
ants, es they understand the ed

of keeping warm. Some folks coddle. by 
wearing 2 clothing. particularly 
about the threat, the chest, the abdomen or 
wherever they tmagine the “weak spot” is.

Oakland or San Diego, Cal, where modern 
and progressive management controls the 
public schools. The father of toddling is 
Dr. J. X Todd, Syracuse, N. T. Dr. Todd 
would scarcely recognize his child under the 
name of toddling, but we don't cara, the 
name is good enough for us. 

Dr. Todd believes in fresh air and good 
health. At the same time, he is a conserva- 
tive and econemical man. Therefore, he likes 
to save coal and insure the toddler physical 
comfort at the same time. So he opens all 
the echoolroom windows, the bedroom win- 
dows, the factory windows, opens them as 
high as they will go, and leaves them open 
all winter long, at least while there are tod- 
dlers within. But Dr. Todd doesn’t like 
drafts any more than the veriest fishwife 
does. Nor does he find any special glee in 
seeing show and rain and dust and wind 
blowing into the schoolroom, bedroom, work- 
room. So he opens the lower sash away up. 
and puts a screen in the window, not a wire 
ecreen, but a cloth screen, made of plain 
unbleached piquot or black rock cotton cloth. 
This screen does the business. Anybody can 
make one. 

Teachers in 8 or schoolrooms where 
it has been tried out in the past several 
years find that children in such rooms are 
far less frequently kept out of school with 
so-called “children’s diseases” (which only 
carelessness or ignorance inflicts on the 
children), and also they have but few so- 
called “colds” as compared with children in 
the ordinary schoolroom. 

The Todd window screens save coal, be- 
cause it has been found that the children 
and teachers feel quite comfortable, with 
fresh air, at a temperature several points 
below that which is necessary for comfort 
in the dried out air of the ordinary or foul 
air schoolroom of most schools. 

Why not stop coddling this year and try 
toddling for a change?

Today the only position closed to woman in 
Russia ia that of priest. 

There are war hospitals staffed almost en- 
tirely by women. In many communities, 
drained of their men by the war, women 
have successfully prosecuted the business of 
the community. In the last town councfl of 
Petrograd a woman sat as member. Wom- 
en over 20 now vote in Petrograd. Women 
have played the leading part in the demon- 
strations of the revolution. And today 
women are soldiers and sailors in Russia, 

The power of women in Russia, in fact, is 
such that one can easily trace a distrust of 
them in the ranks of the soldiers. There 
is a feeling that women will restore the 
monarchy in Russia—a feeling backed up by 
the unled instinct of a large share of the 
peasantry: “Give us a republic and the czar.”

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Food Administration Pre- 
scribes the Amount of 
Wheat That May Be Used 

in Making Flour. 


New York, December 18. New regu- 
ons prescribing the amount of wheat 
used by millers of the United 

States in manufacturing flour, detail- 
aa manner in which the prices of 
mill feeds shall be determined and which 
Are calculated to effect a saving of 
more that 16,000,000 bushels of wheat 
during the present crop year were an- 
no here today by the milling di- 
3 of the federal food administra- 


The establishment of maximum prices 
for mill feeds relative to the cost of 
wheat is expected to result in a marked 
reduction in their price and it is ex- 
pected this will lower the price of milk 
and other dairy products as soon as 
the effects of the new rulings are felt 
in large dairy centers, f adminis- 
tration officials declare. 


. Wheat Surpluses Wanted. 


“Increasing difficulties of transporta- 
tion” and “the uncertainty of the fu- 
ture” emphasize the importance of pro- 
viding surpluses of wheat against fu- 
ture needs and constitute the reasons 
for the new regulations, a statement 
issued by the milling division says. 
Agricultural reports indicating the har- 
vesting of large quantities of all kinds 
of cereals during the present crop 
year determined the present as the 
proper time—“a time of plenty“ —in 
which measures should be taken to 
safeguard future needs, it states, add- 
ing, “proceeding on this theory the food 
administration, is bending every effort 
to effect a maximum saving in wheat 
products to the end that ample supplies 
may be available for home, war and 
allied requirements.” 


Restrictions imposed by the new 
rulings, it is declared, will not seri- 
ously change the present quality of 
flour nor inconvenience the consuming 


public. 

“The food administration is confident 
that the slight changes made necessary 
in the character of wheat flour as a 
result of the new milling regulations 
will be accepted by the American peo- 
ple in the spirit of conservation and 
that in this acceptance they will appre- 
ciate that they are doing their part in 
aiding the government’s efforts,” the 
statement continues, It emphasizes 
“the wisdom of all food-producing in- 
dustries arranging to co-operate with 
the food administration at once in ef- 
fecting economies in all foodstuffs, es- 
pecially those that can be readily ex- 
ported.”’ 

Wheat Content of Flour. 

Prescribing the wheat content of 
flour, the statement says: 

“No licensee shall after December 25 
use more than 264 pounds of clear 
wheat in making 196 pounds of 100 per 
dent flour.” From the 100 per cent 
flour so produced the licensee may, at 
his option, remove not more than 5 per 
vent of clear or low grade flours, none 
of which may be mixed with or sold 
as feed: The 95 per cent of the 196 
pounds of flour remaining shall not be 
subject to further separation or di- 
vision. 

Millers are directed to establish, from 
time to time, a price at which each 
grade of flour will be sold in carload 
lots for a period of twenty-four hours 
after such prices are established, and 
until a new price is named by the li- 
censee, all flour sold shall be sold at 
this figure. A margin or 25 cents per 
barrel, bulk, at the mill above or be- 
low this price is provided, however, 
for mills “in making a price to meet 
competition of mills in various terri- 
tories.” 

Bran is to be sold at a price per ton 
not exceeding 38 per cent of the average 
cost of wheat to the miller. “Shorts” 
and “middlings’ are to be sold at ap- 
proximately $2 per ton above the price 
of bran, mixed feeds at not more than 
$4 above this basis figure and flour 
middlings at not more than $9 above 
the price of bran.

‘ Babet, president of the American Sugar 
Refining company, marked today’s ses- 
stan of the senate committee investi- 
gating the sugar situation. Mr. Babst, 
on the witness stand, protested vigor- 
ously because the chairman would not 
permit him to make a statemem ex- 
cept in answer to questions by mem- 
bers of the committee, and charged that 
‘an attempt wes being made to impugn 


his motives in working for the food ad- 


| ninistration. 


Senator Reed said the committee was 
not attempting to impugn the witness's 


. Motives, but added: 


“We have developed from you that 

beet sugar prices are affected by cane 
sugar prices, that your company 
holding in beet sugar companies and 
that the international sugar committee, 
of which you are a member, 
prices.” 
Later, when the committee was in 
| executive session, it is understood that 
Mr. Babst succeeded in getting in a 
statement to the effect that the price of 
refined sugar at seaports was fixed 
before he became a member of the in- 
ternational committee and while he 
was on a vacation. 

Food Administrator Hoover made an- 
other futile effort early in the day to 
get a hearing before the committee, 
but Chairman Reed announced that 
while he wanted to treat the adminis- 
trator with courtesy, he did not see any 
reason for keeping other witnesses 
wWafting. It was suggested without re- 
sult that Mr. Hoover was a busy man 
and was delaying a trip to New York 
to testify. 

Enormews Exports of Sugar. 


Mr. Babst was on the stand through- 
out today’s hearing and will continue 
his testimony tomorrow. He told the 
committee Soon Herbert 
Hoover returned from Belgium he 
warned him that stories that a sugar 
famine was in sight threatened a dan- 

erous situation, and pointed to the 
act that his company advertised that 
there was plenty of sugar and admon- 
ished people to purchase only usual 
amounts. He said that in June he saw 
Hoover again and told him the large 
shipments abroad threatened the short- 


company exported 121,000 tons during 
1917, he said, and all with the exception 
of 20,000 tons was contracted for be- 
fore July 1. The total shipped abroad 
this year, he said, was 423,000 tons 
Efforts of the food administrator to 
keep down the price of Cuban sugar 
were shown in a letter to the American 
company on September 17, in which he 
said he understood there were only:40,- 
000 tons left in Cuba and suggeste 
the American. not bid for it and close 
its refineries when its supply was ex- 
ted Hoover wrote that a public 
announcement that the American would 
refuse to pay exorbitant prices “would 
N a lot.“ 

r. Babst stated that he heard other 
refiners received the same letter, and 
that in October all but four plants de- 
pending on Cuban sugar closed. 


The Coal Investigation. 


The committee has not decided when 
its coal investigation will be taken up. 

Governor Cox, of Ohio, who was ask- 
ed to give testimony on the coal situa- 
tion, today sent a sharp message to 
Senator Reed, in which he said he be- 
lieved the committee had a precon- 
ceived theory in handling its inqui- 
ries; that he believed the Ohio coal sit- 
uation was due to Dr. Garfield, fuel 
administrator, and did not want to 
“subtract one word of his indictment 
against him,” but believed the govern- 
ment ‘theory of control was sound and 
that it should not be attacked. 

Senator Reed tonight replied that the 

| committee simply wanted to learn facts 
and was proceeding on no theory. He 
added: “It would be fairer to Dr. Gar- 
field and would also serve to throw 
light on the real causes of the coal 
ortage if you would consent to ap- 
pear before the committee at the same 
time as Dr. Garfield, and give the com- 
mittee opportunity to understand the 
grounds of your criticism upon him.”

doing their utmost to hold Argentina in 
line as a neutral and to spread antag- 
onism against the Unite States in 
Latin-America. While his 2328 
have been most friendly, he eneral- 
ly accounted here a determined enemy 
of the United States and a dangerous 
one because he is one of the shrewdest 
of Carranza’s advisers. Little is known 
in Washington about the proposed neu- 
trality conference further than that it 
was called by President Irigoyen and 
is to be attended by the Mexican rep- 
resentative. Some of the few other 
Latin-American countries that hav 
not entered the war or declared thei 
su er of the United States probably 
will participate. 

Some connection is seen between the 
Cabrera visit and the recent tour of 
South American republics by Dr. Isidro 
Mexican minister at Buenos 
Aires, who has returned to Mexico with 
a report on his mission. One of the 
purposes of this tour is under- 
stood to have been “en work in 
favor of the formation of a South 
American union—an organization 
which, according to Latin-American re- 
ports, is designed to have a distinctly 
anti-United States flavor. 

When another representative of Mex- 
ico resumes the export negotiations the 
United States will have several requests 


that 'of its own to make in connection with 


proposals for modification of its export 
restrictions. One of them will be for 
a change in Mexico’s decree restrict- 
ing exportation of mine products, es- 
pecially copper ores.

“Wherefore I say unto you, all man- 
ner of sin and ney shall be for- 
given unto men, but the biasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be 
forgiven unto men. 


“And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of Man, it snail be for- 
~Siven him; but whosoever speaketh 
Against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this world 
nor in the world to come.” Matthew 
22:31-32. 

I'd like to know where your Univer- 
salist gets any ground to stand on 
there. I'd believe God before I would

T. T. Flagler, field director of the 
American Red Cross at the camp, stated

This system was dangerous to life 
and limb, and officials at the camp state 
that they considered it miraculous that 
nobody was crushed in the jam and

the job during rush hours, and they 
have altered things. 

When the special cars leave the camp 
at about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, at 
which time the negro laborers are re- 


yesterday that up to date 6,225 woolen 
sweaters have been issued to as many 
soldiers of the division. In addition ap- 
proximately 2,000 pairs of knitted sox, 
2,000 wristlets and 2,000 mufflers have 
also been given out to the men. 

Practically one-half of these articles 
were contributed by the Atlanta Red 
Cross association and represent the 
work of ladies of this city. Other gar- 
ments come from different parts of the 
north, a large shipment having been 
recently received from New York. 

In addition to these ganments Direc- 
tor Flagler states that a number of ar- 
ticles calculated to bring comfort and 
pleasure have been received and is- 
sued to sick and convalescent patients 
at the base hospital. Among these are 
a number of games which were asked 
for through the newspapers recently. 

Mr. Flagler adds, however, that there 
is a need for additional games, such 
as dominoes, checkers and others, 


leased from work, whites line up on 


one side and negroes on the other, and! 


the military police see to it that all 
wait for their time to board the cars. 

Preference is always shown to la- 
dies, and they are given first access to 
seats. After the ladies are safely. 
placed in the carsthe doors are opened 
on either side and the whites pour in 
one door and the negroes in the other. 
In this way no danger results to the 
would-be passenger, who formerly was 
obliged to fight to secure a seat. 

Another feature of camp traffic that 
is beginning to come to the attention 
of officials is the practiec of allowing 
men to ride on the outside of the cars. 
In many cases soldiers of the division 
are allowed to cling tothe signs, upper 
rails, bumpers and anything that comes 
handy in the mad rush to get to At- 
lanta. N 

“This practice may not be so very 
dangerous,” officials state, “but it is 
absolutely useless. As yet no action 
has been taken in the matter. We are 
waiting for the street car authorities to 


put a stop to it themselves, for it is 
more their affair than ours.“

ROADS TO THE CAMP 
IN WRETCHED SHAPE 


Thawing Snow and Ice Makes 
the Bad Highways Worse. 
Paving Delayed. 

With snow and ice covering the 
ground at Camp Gordon repaving work 
on Peachtree and Candler roads, which 
was scheduled to have been started in 
earnest during the past few days, has 
been badly paralyzed and now it is the 
mud and water resulting from the melt- 
ing of the snow that delays the work. 

The Candler road particularly is bad 
ly in need of repair from the soft mud 


that covers it several inches in depth 


and the Peachtree road is in little bet- 
ter condition. Traffic over the roads 
is necessarily slow and drivers have to 
exercise the. greatest care and atten- 
tion to avoid accidents and break- 


downs. 

Officials of the Smith Construction 
company, which concern holds the con- 
tract for construction Work on both 
roads, consider it highly probable that 
it will be some time yet before opera- 
tions can be resumed on the roads. Un- 
til the roads become practically dry 
again, they say, the company will be 
powerless to begin work. 

When the work is resumed. the 
Peachtree repaving, which now ex- 
tends a short way out of Chamblee, will 
be taken up again with the workmen 
working toward the camp. The Cand- 
ler road will also witness the begin- 
ning of immediate operations as soon 
as weather conditions permit, and this 
road will be the first to be completely 
finished. 

This road has been surveyed pre- 
paratory to grading and upbuilding, 
engines have been installed ready for 
work and a stone quarry from whi 
the rebuilding material will be taken 
has been located. All is in readiness 
for the beginning of operations and it 
now remains for the condition of the 
weather alone to determine the time for 
the first move. 


SOLDIERS BEGIN FIRING 
CHARGED GRENADES 


Rapid Explosion of Bombs 
Tuesday Afternoon at Camp 
Put Everybody Guessing. 


There was a general craning of 
necks and rushing to doors and win- 
dows in the vicinity of “Trench” hill 
at Camp Gordon yesterday afternoon 
when a sharp fusillade of shots was 
3 from up behind the system of 
trenches being constructed by men of 
the Eighty-second division under the 
direction of experts of the French and 
British armies. 

The reporte were louder and stronger 
than rifle firing and they were not 
heavy enough to warrant the supposi- 
tion that artillery practice was going 
on. And to further complicate matters 
each report was accompanied by a 
small cloud of smoke that arose ap- 
parently from the ground itself. 

The outcome of investigations into 
the strange and mysterious shots was 
the discovery that members of the 
hand grenade school were engaged in 
throwing their initial charged hand 
bombs and that officials of the school 
pulled a surprise on practically the 
entire reservation by beginning the 
fire so soon. 

The first hand grenades- to be fired 
by the school were “home-made 
bombs.” The school has been badly in 
need of some of these weapons for sev- 
eral weeks, but due to some unexpected 
complications in transportation facili- 
ties they have not yet been received at 


camp. 


The echool decided therefore to make 
some grenades for its own special use 
on the practice field, so officials man- 


aged to get possession of a quantity of 


dynamite, nitroglycerine and other high 
explosives, and these were introduced 
into the fron grenade shells already in 
the hands of the camp ordnance de- 
partment. 

Quite a number of these camp- 
charged bombs were made and mem- 
bers of the grenade school took their 
first lesson in throwing the charged 
bombs during Tuesday afternoon. The

grenades gave perfect satisfaction in 
so far as firing was concerned and they 
afforded splendid facilities for prac- 
tice.
